Applicants appreciate the confirmation of allowable subject matter that claims 79-82 are 
allowed, and claims 15 and 27 would be allowable if rewritten in independent form. 

Claims 1, 4-9, 18-20, 22-26 and 47-69 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) over 
Jagannathan et al. (U.S. Patent 6136498). 

Claims 1, 4-14, 18-20, 22-26, and 47-78 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103 over 
Jagannathan et al. (U.S. Patent 6136498).

citation.
